‘The Equalizers and the Attorney- 


General Differ Concerning It. 
an ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


“SACRAMENTO, Sept. 24—The State 


Board of Equalization was in a fidgety 
mood today, and Controller Colgan 
actually swore in the choicest Santa 
Rosa dialect.

The flumes were fast decaying;. the 
ditches were being gullied out; the 
sandy and porous places kept on wast- 


ever, until, by actual measurement, the 
company delivered but 25 per cent. of 
the water turned in at the head of the 
ditch, losing the other 75 per cent. in 
transit. The irrigators were increasing; 

the county was gradually settling up; 

more water was needed, and there was 

less to supply the demand. 

The directors—practically the same 
extravagant () board that now man- 
age the affairs of the company, submit- 
ted a proposition to the stockholders of 
the company to vote‘the issue of $150,000 
in bonds, believing the contemplated 
improvements could be made with that 
sums. If my memory serves me right 
there was not a single vote against 
the proposition, and practically, the 
same board who submitted the propo- 
sition were re-elected to carry out the 
plans outlined. Contracts were let to 
cement some of the worst places at 
once, which ‘work resulted in such great 


| saving of water that all had plenty last 


year, one of the dryest in many years; 
so at the last election for directors, the 
stocksolders were so exceptionally well 
pleased with the management that a 
motion was made and carried authoriz- 
ing the secretary of the company to cast 
the ballot for the whole of the stock- 
holders to re-elect the same old board. 
They kept on making improvements, 
cementing .2000 feet at the head of the 
ditch where the greatest waste was, 
and made such an extravagant (7?) con- 
tract that the contractors lost $2000 in 
carrying out their contract. Three new 
flumes aggregating 1500 feet in length, 
have taken the place of the old rotten 
and leaky ones, and so carefuliy have 
they been built under the able engineer 
that not one drop of water is lost; they 
are said to be the best worx of the kind 
in Southern California, saving so muen 
water to the company that we have had 
an over-abundance all this season. All 
was satisfactory; no extravagance or 
or peculations were hinted at. I will 
say that for twenty years I have been 
associated with the water company, in 
various capacities, and have been a di- 
rector all this time, with the exception 
of three or four years, and I have never 
sat with a board who worked so earn- 
estly and so faithfully to maintain the 
credit of the company to make substan- 
tial and permanent improvements, who 
gave so much of their time gratuitously, 
save perhaps with the single exception 
of the president, E. R. Amerige, the 
economist ,?) who, as chairman of the 
Finance Committee, wanted pay every 
time he turned around, approved his 
own bills and drew out more money for 
his services, for committee work, than 
all the balance of the board together. 
A few months ago one of our stockhold- 
ers demanded that a cement ditch be 
put on two sides of his forty-acre tract, 
‘with a gate to every row of trees for his 
accommodation, and two or three irri- 
gators beyond his place. As his de- 
mands were unreasonable and extrava- 
gant, the board found with about one- 
half of the expense the company’s in-

STATE LABOR BUREAU. 


Posssible Protest Against Having a 
Branch in Los Angeles. 


A number of employment agency men 
were asked yesterday in regard to the 


an endeavor be made to secure a State 
appropriation for the establishment of 
a branch free labor bureau in this 
city. 

Different ‘opinions | were expressed. 
Some said it would not interfere with 
their business, while others argued it 
would be unfair for the State to engage 
in business in competition with a pri- 
vate enterprise. 

It will be remembered that State La- 
bor Commissioner E. L. Fitzgerald, 
during his recent: visit to this city, 
told of the workings of the free labor 
bureau which was established under 
his administration in San Francisco. 


Mr. Fitzgerald also spoke of urging up- 


on the next Legislature the need of an 
appropriation for the establishment of 
a branch bureau in this city. 

Since then the question as to sufficient 
funds to continue the operation of the 
bureau in San Francisco has been given 
a good deal of space in the papers of 
that city. As a result, seemingly, of 
the discussion over this question, a pro- 
test was presented from a number of 
employment agencies. to. the State 
Board of Examiners a few days ago. 
The protest avers that Mr. Fitzgerald, 
as State Labor Commissioner, has con- 
ducted an employment agency in San 
Francisco, notwithstanding his lack of 
authority. It is urged that the protest- 


jants pay a city license and that the 


operation of the State bureau subjects 
them to unfair competition. 

The manager of one of the employ- 
ment agencies, when seen by a Times 
reporter yesterday, said he thought the 
establishment of a branch State bureau 
in this city would effect little injury to 
his business. The free labor bureau 
which has been operated with the aid 
of appropriations from both the city 


‘and county, he said, has not interfered 


with the work of. his agency, and in 
fact has had the effect of keeping away 
from his place a good many applicants 


of not the most desirable sort. 


If the establishment of a branch State 
bureau in this city were to be accom- 
plished by a legal appropriation, he 
thought he would raise no objection 
against it. 

A manager of another agen¢y ex- 
pressed a different opinion. He said 
he thought it a poor. policy for the 
State to engage in a business that 
would compete with a private inductry.. 
The agencies of this city have to pay a 
license of $5 per month each, and 
ought not to have to compete with a 
free bureau. 

None of the agency managers who 
were interviewed made definite state- 
ments as to whether it is intended to 
oppose the contemplated appropriation. 
It was said by some of them, however, 
that the question would be considered 
and perhaps definite action in the way 
of protest would be taken later.
